THE FIRST MUSTER 
z 


It was the first Monday of June, 1638, and in the early morning a banner hdd 
been displayed in the vicinity of the market, and Arthur Perry, the town drummer, 
attended by a sergeant, had “‘beat to the colors’ along the water-side as far as 
Winnisimmet (Chelsea) ferry, then back through a narrow lane (Hanover Street), 
and finally along a cartpath (Tremont Street), bordering a hill-side pasture (the Com- 
mon). One by one and two by two, a small company of armed and armored men 


assembled. 


These men were dressed in dull costumes as the law prohibited “gold or silver 
girdles, hatbands, belts, ruffs and beaver hats’’ as well as “woolen, silk or linen, with 
any lace on it—silver, gold, silk or thread.” The “buff Coats’’ — long skirted jackets 
of well tanned leather, hard enough to stop an Indian arrow — were covered on 
front and back with moulded plates of steel. Long boots protected the legs and a 
visorless helmet (the morion) shielded each head, while a long scarlet plume gave 


that gleam of splendor without which no military zeal can thrive. 


The sergeants carried halberds, the lieutenant, a half pike and the captain 
gripped a “leading staff.'’ The roll was called and after a prayer had been offered, 
the Company formed up and marched down to the market, the Captain striding 
“some six foot’’ in advance of the musketeers, and Perry’s one drum acting the 
part of the band. Here is what we now call State Street, the busiest quarter of 
the growing town and near by stood the first church and presently, filing slowly 
within its ‘‘walls of mud’’ they solemnly sat down under the low thatched roof. 


After a three hour long sermon by Rev. John Wilson the Company marched 
to the Three Mariners, a waterside inn kept by Samuel Cole, a member of the 
Company, and feasted on codfish, bearsteak and venison. No sack appeared on the 
festive board, probably too expensive but beer must have been drunk in great quanti- 


ties, as its price was fixed by law at a penny a quart. 


After the ‘“‘banquet’’ the Company formed as before and marched to the Com- 


mon and balloted for their officers. 


An escort was sent to fetch Governor Winthrop and after the Company had 
completed its evolutions, the commander, according to the rule that has been invari- 
able ever since, went through the form of bidding adieu. The insignia of the officers 
was then surrendered in turn to the Governor, and the Governor bestowed them upon 
their successors under the charter. The halberds of the sergeants passed in like 


manner through the Captain’s hands to the men just elected. The Governor was

treated their comrades to an old artillery punch of sound old rum. But nature on that 
day put on the finishing touches to the first muster. About four o’clock in the after- 
noon a great earth-quake shook the three hills, the islands and the ships.

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CAPTAIN ROBERT KEAYNE 
Founder of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company

Captain Robert Keayne was born in Windsor, England, in 1595, and was the 
son of John Keayne, a butcher. He served eight years apprenticeship with John 
Heyfield at London and on the 17th of April, 1615, he was admitted to the freedom 
of the Merchant's Tailors Corporation. On the 6th of May, 1623, Captain Keayne 
was admitted to the Honorable Artillery Company of London. 


Captain Keayne came to Boston in 1635; he was at that time forty years of 
age. He located as a tailor in a house on the southeast corner of State and Wash- 
ington Streets, Boston, which was used as his place of business and residence. 


Shrewd, industrious, and successful, he soon became one of the leaders in 
Town and Colony affairs. In fact, our founder was rebuked by the Great and General 
Court and the Church because of his uncanny ability to make money through his in- 
vestments. He was rudely informed that a ‘Professor of Religion’’ should not strive to 
make money. 

Captain Keayne was a religious man, a regular attendant of Sunday services and 
lectures. It is said that he took down these notes in a shorthand of his own invention. 
He was elected a Deputy of Boston and a member of the Great and General Court. 
He was also chosen as a Speaker of the House of Deputies. 


Captain Keayne had a deep rooted love for his adopted country and realized 
the need of a military organization to be called upon if necessary, for the defense 
of the Colony. 


Remembering his London training, Captain Keayne advocated the establish- 
ment in Boston of an organization similar to the Honorable Artillery Company of 
London, England. With his driving spirit, Superior Military knowledge, and large ex- 
penditure of money, he succeeded in establishing such a Company in the Colony. 


This Company soon became one of the solid institutions of Boston. 


Captain Keayne was a public spirited and generous citizen who gave freely of 
his wealth to various charities; Harvard College, the Town Library, the Town Water 
Supply, and the Artillery Company were a few of the recipients of his boundless gen- 
erosity. He supported every cause that sought to obtain benefits for the people. It is 
sad to relate that not a picture of this great man has ever been found. He left many 
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pleasant memories and his benefactions were set forth in his last will and testament. 


In this will, Captain Keayne left money for the establishment of a Town House 
where the Courts and the Town Commissioners could meet. A room also was to be 
set aside as an Armory for the training and meetings of the Artillery Company. In 
1658 this Town House was erected at Washington and State Streets, Boston, on the 
site now occupied by the Old State House. 


The last will and testament of Captain Keayne was a most generous instru- 
ment and all members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company should 
read this will. In it are numerous bequests to the Artillery Company, and it is very 
evident that Captain Keayne though very highly of the Artillery Company which he 
had founded. 


For years the burial place of Captain Robert Keayne has been sought. 


After much diligent searching it was finally concluded that his remains were 
buried within the present limits of King’s Chapel Burial Ground. 


If another epitaph were placed above his grave, it well might read: 
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THE GREAT SILVER FLEET
